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OIL IN THE WATER.

The presence of a vigible and exceed-
ingly obnoxious admixture of petroleum
in the water furnished to the people of the
two cities during the past twodaysisa
matter that calls for prompt and energetic
action. The oily flavor, while at first dis-
puted. manifested ‘itself unmistakably
during the past forty-eight hours; and the
guestion as to its cauvse and the most
effectual remedy at once became a vital
wne.

The progress of solving this question is,
so far, not satisfactory. Theoriesas to the
rause include the belief that it is due to
residunm deposited on the bottom of the
river and then stirred upby the floods; that
it is cansed by the s, from re-
fineries: and that it is due to the breaking
of ene or more of the numerous pipe lines
that cross the Allegheny river. The res.
idaum theory is weakened by the reflection
that snch a deposit, if it exists, must be
the work of vears, while the oily charae-
ter of the water is a pew trouble. Of
refineries there are but two above the
pumping works this side of Oil City, one
of which is burning its residuum, while the
discharge from the other must be trivial
The suggestion that a pipe line is broken
and discharging its contents into the river
has more plansihility than the others.

It is plain that there should be an ener-
getic investigation, so as to determine the
cause of the dificulty. In its present eon-
dition the city watet is really fit for noth-
ing but washing, and thus the city is con-
fronted with a modified water famine un-
til the matter is remedied. The cause
=hounld be fixed at the earliest possible mo-
ment, and the most thorough steps must
be taken, not only 1o remedy it now, but
to gusrd against Its repetition in the
future.

If such pollution of the city water sup-
nlv cannot be permanently prevented it
will advance the project of drawing a
supply of water for both Pittsburg and
Allegheny from the mountain streams
from the position of & future enterprise to
one that must be undertaken at once.

THE INTERIOE REFPORT.

The report of the Becretary of the
Interior,an abstract of which appears else-
where, i= more noticeable for what it does
not say than what it does. In its review
of the questions of homestesd settlements,
Indian affairs and pensions, the report
goes over the routine of business fairly.
But in connection with some of the sub-
jects on which it touches the report, as
perbaps might be expected, omits to take
notice of aspects which are highly im-
portant to the public.

Thus, in regard to the alleged law for
the forfeiture of unearned mailway land
grants the Secretary alludes approvingly to
one phase in which the law, while pretend-
ing to forfeit unearned grants, really con-
firmed them, but does not clearly state that
the main effect of the law was to give
away a vast portion of the public domain
to corporations that have not carried out
their contracts. With regard to the cen-
suk, the Secretary presents an optimistic
view of that enumeration without giving
any notice to the fact that its remarkable
vital statisties disprove themselves. The
work of the Patent Office is reviewed, but
no mention is made of the fact that the

methods of that office have been
emploved to  prolong the telephone
monopoly  for  fifteen  years. The

belief is expressed that Congress ought to
do something about the . subsidy to the
Pacific railroads, but the greport utterly

fails to do, what it might if inspired by |

independence—show how the Government
eould fake possession of those roads and
at once secure the 112,000,000 due it and
make these highways of real service to the
prople.

These are omissions by no means un-
common in officlal reports.  They are not
sn characteristic as the declaration of the
appropriatencss of a connection between
the Nicaragna canal and the Department
of the Interior. This is evidently on the
principle of lucus a non ucendo, the Nica-
ragiun cankl being peculiarly and ex-
clusively sm affair of the exterior, so far
8% this country is eoncerned.

THE ROADS OF EUROPE.

The steady agitation of the road im-
provement question hias had the effect of
producing from the State Department a
large volume of consnlar reports on the
sireets and hichways of Europe. The re-
ports contain & good deal of valuable in-
formation, both as to the value of the im-
proved roads of Europe and the methods
of constructing them,

The most salient impression made by
these reports on the American mind is that
cven such comparatively poor countries as

Ireland and Switzerland have far better |

roads than the great and wealthy republie
of the "New World. For this we might
find the excuseof the comparative new-
ness of our country. But when we find
that Canada’s road system wlso rises supe-
rior to our own, and that even British Co-
lurabia, which harvdly numbers as many
vears as Pennsylvania does decades, pos-
sesses fine highways, we must acknowl-
edge that in this Important respect the

United States is far behind the rest of the

civilized world instesd of leading it, as
i= our bosst in other respects. *

The testimony of the reports repeats
what has so often been asserted in these
columns, namely, the practieability when
once a road s properly constructed of
maintaining it in first-class order, and the

conmomic value of good roads to the agri-

Frenchmen who have made a practical study
of economic problems that the superb roads
of France liive been one of the most steady
and potent contributions to the material de-
velopment and marvelons financial elasticity
ol the country. The far-reach anda splen-
didly mrintained road system distinotly
favored the success of the small landed pro-
prietors, and in their prosperity and the
ensuing distribution of wealth lis the key
to the secret of the wonderful finanecisl
vitality and solid prosperity of the Fremch
nation.

It is one of the unsatisfactory phe-
nomena of the century that, while this
country, founded upon a democracy of
commerce as well as of political power, has
lately experienced the growth of great
millionaires, coneurrently with depression
and decay among the small landed pro-
prietors, France has maintained a wonder-
ful prosperity by a develupment in exact-
ly the opposite direction. The roads of
France and the absence of anything corre-
sponding to them in this country are not
the sole cause of the diversity so unfavora-
ble to us. But that it is a more active and
important cause than appears at first blush
may be seen when we give due reflection
to the fact that on such roads the corporate
devices of rebates, pools, stock manipula-
tions and the other means by which great
fortunes have been built up for the privi-
leged few at tbe cost of the many are
utterly impossible.

Every argument from the condition of
things, and every testimony of experience,
ppints to the immense gain that can be
secured by an intelligent, scientific and
comprehensive system of country road
construction. The literature of the sub-
jeet has already demonstrated this beyond
a doubt. The only thing necessary to
secure the reform is to bring the literature
home to the minds of the people and to
secure an adoptionof the best methods for
prosecuting the work.

THE POOR FARM PURCHASE.

It is to be presumed that the poor farm
purchese will come up before Councils this
week, either on the question of permitting
the Alexander option to be withdrawn, or
on the origina! proposition to sanction the
acceptanceof the offer. There are various
interesting aspects about the proposed
withdrawal of an unexpired option; but a
very complete and satisfactory solution of
them all is to be found by adopting the
shortest and most anthentative declaration
of the fact that the city does not want the
farm.

This should be done, for two reasons.
In the first place, after this property has,
by the present offer at $350 per acre, ex-
posed the want of Integrity in a former at-
tempt to make the city pay £800, it is still
evident that the price is much higher than
it should be. The evidences on this point
are varled but harmonious, that the price
asked the city is 40 to 75 per cent above
what a private buyer would have to pay
for the same or similar property. The
city should take the very clear ground
that so long as there is a trace left in any
quarter of the dispoesition to make the eity
pay more than other purchasers, it will be
defeated by the simple device of abstain-
ing from the purchase.

Beyond that is the faet that the pur-
chase still exeoeds the needs of the eity.
It has so lately been brought ont in the
discussion that the city may make the best
possible arrangement by joining forces
with county poor authorities, that it is by
no means certsin that a farm is needed at
all. Bat, if the purchase must be made, a
tract of 100 acres will give all the inmates
of the farm all the bodily exercise they
can be induced to take. “The selection of
the Alexander tract showed an abandon-
ment of the purely imaginary necessity of
ariver front. When the size is brought
down to 100 acres and a tract is purchased
6t £200 to §250 per acre the city will at
least be sure that it has not been foreced to
pay exorbitantly for its property.

The city has lesl nothing by waiting.
But the good results are not more than
half secured. Let the same policy be kept
up until moderate offers are made, and
there is & practical certainty that the city
ean either provide for its paupers on the
county farm, or purchase all the land it
needs at a cost between $20,000 and
£50,000,

COSTS ON THE IN~NCCENT,

The verdict of a Schuylkill county jury
in a libel case, recently, illustrated a ten-
deney of juries to give verdiets as utterly
illogical as some of the compromise find-
ings by which juries evade the dissgree-
able duty of sendings man to the gallows
The verdict declared a man not guilty on
the charge of criminal libel and then as-
sessod him with two-thirds of the costs of
prosecution.

The man thus declared innocent of the
charge against him in one breath apd in
the next muleted to a eonsiderable sum
for costs was the editor of the Pottsville
Miners’ Journal. He had treated the let-
ting pf & contract on very favorahle terms
to the contractor, after the latter had
taken the Commissioners off on a junket-
ing tour, as a proper matter for comment
in his paper. On the suit for eriminal libel
the Judge held thai the publication was a
privileged one and its accuracy was
proved. There was, therefore, no possi-
ble finding thaa the verdict of not guilty,
but the jury, by some occult process of
reasoning, eoncluded that it would not do
to let his innocence go without any penal-
ty at all, and so assessed two-thirds of the
costs on him.

This way in which juries arrive at such
verdicts is more easily comprehended than
the fact that the practice of Pennsyl-
vania courts allows them. The juries re-
flect the indisposition of the rural tax-

| hanced by costs; and while they have this

power are apt to use it. At least that

meanpess is the most charitable explana-

tion of such verdicts. Bot legal rules

should forbid anything of the sort. The

declaration of & man’s innocence simul-
| taneonsly with making the false charge

dictory. It not only imposes an injostice in
cases where the prosecution is genuine,
but it even holds out an incentive to ma-
licious prosecution in the hope that while
the defendant is proved nof guilty he may
still he saddled with the costs.

This should be entirely reformed. The
declaration of a3 man’s innocence should

—The giraffe is mainly songht after in
Africa for the value ot its hide, which com-
mands a walue of from £2 105 to £1 10 n
skin, varying according to age and sex. Tha
hide of a tough, thick-skinned old bull, from
an ineb to an inch anda quarter in thick-
ness, is of courss the most sought after. Nos
many vears since the hides of the rhinoc-
eros and hippopotamus furnished ox whips
and riding whipse—colonially known ns

amboks—all over South Afriea. But tho
rhinoceros {6 all but exterminated sonth of
Zambesi; the hippopotamus becomes searcer
year by year, and the hide of the giraffe is
consequently in greatly Increased demand.

—The Rothschilds became prominent as
bankers throngh Mayer Anselm Rothschild,
a ¥ in the Jud , of Frank-
fort, at the beginning of this century. The
sign was a red shield, hence the family
name. In 1506, Germany was invaded by tha
French, and the Elector William of Hessa
Cassell beine oblized to fles and unable 1o
tnke his money with him, deposited $5,000,.
000 with Anselm guaranteeing to allow it to
remain eight years withont interesr, pro-
vided it were anflely kept. e jndicions in-
vestment of this immense sam laid tha
foundation of the Immense family fortune,
and in 1528 it was repaid with 2 per cent in-
torest.

—A fortune of 30,000,000 franes on de=
posit in the National Bank of Venice, was
leoft by Jean Thiery. a Frenchman, who died
in Venice in 1678, to the Champagne branch
of his family, but there was trouhble sbong
proving exactly who was entitled to it nn-
der the will,and the money lay in the bank
while the heirs pressed their clanims. In 1797,
by ordor of the French directory, the funda
of the bank were seized by the Frenoch army.
